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REPORT  OF  S€HOOL  COMMITTEE. 

By  the  existing-  law  the  School  Committee  has  no  control  over 
the  schools  in  district  No.  1,  which  are  wholly  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  district,  who  are  required  to  re- 
report  to  the  School  Committe.  1  herewith  submit  their  re- 
port upon  the  schools  in  District  No.  1,  for  the  year  ending 
March  1,  1879: 

The  grades  and  number  of  the  schools  remains  the  same  as  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year.  The  same  teachers  remain  in  their  re- 
spective schools,  that  were  in  employ  one  year  ago,  with  the 
exception  of  Miss  Ayles,  who  succeeded  Miss  J.  E.  Stevens  in  the 
South  Grammar  School,  at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term. 
During  the  past  two  terms  there  has  been  much  irregularity  of 
attendance,  and  a  large  number  of  absences  in  all  the  schools,  oc- 
casioned by  sickness.  By  reason  of  these  absences,  some  of  the 
pupils  in  the  different  schools  have  been  unable  to  complete  satis- 
factorilly  the  required  course  of  study ;  but  it  is  hoped  by  extra 
eflfort,  at  the  close  of  the  next  term,  all  classes  will  have  completed 
the  prescribed  course  of  study  for  the  year,  in  a  manner  satisfac- 
tory to  all.  With  the  exception  of  the  interruption  of  the  last 
last  terms  by  sickness,  as  before  stated,  the  schools  as  a  whole 
have  done  well.  We  witness  with  pleasure  the  growing  interest 
on  the  part  of  parents,  in  the  success  and  prosperity  of  our  schools. 
It  is  only  by  a  cheerful  and  earnest  co-operation  of  the  parents,  and 
patrons  of  the  school,  with  the  Board  of  Education,  that  we  can 
hope  to  attain  the  highest  results  of  our  school  system.  We  feel 
certain  that  the  more  personal  knowledge  and  observation  parents 
have  of  the  course  of  study,  the  classification  of  scholars,  and  the 
general  management  of  the  schools  in  all  its  details,  the  less  in- 
clined they  will  be  to  find  fault,  and  to  criticise.  Tardiness,  and 
absences  are  the  greatest  hindrances  in  the  way  of  success  in  our 
school  system.  Our  schools  can  never  be  what  we  desire  them  to 
be,  or  what  they  ought  to  be,  while  parents  are  so  ready  and  wil- 
ling to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  their  children.  The  absence  of 
a  scholar  from  school  has  a  two-fold  damaging  influence;  the  scho- 
lar finding  himself  behind  in  his  studies  is  discouraged,  and  loses 
his  interest  in  the  school,  while  the  consequent  influence  upon  the 
class  is  general  loss  of  ambition,  and  a  tendency  to  break  up  and 
destroy  courses  of  study.  These  evils  mav  be  practicallv  overcome 
by  the  aid  and  influence  of  the  parents  in  that  direction.  The 
crowded  condition  of  the  primary  and  intermediate  schools  during 
certain  times  of  the  year,  is  a  matter  for  consideration.  Hereto- 
fore in  the  summer  and  fall  terms,  when  these  schools  are  the  ful- 
lest, and  when  they  have  been  crowded  so  that  no  teacher  could 
do  them  justice,  they  have  been  relieved  by  passing  the  most  ad- 
vanced class  in  each  school  into  that  of  the  next  higher  grade, 
which  practically  has  resulted  in  lowering  the  grade  of  the  schools 
and  passing  scholars  from  the  grammar  schools  into  the  high,  be- 
fore they  were  suitably  qualified  to  enter  that  grade.  This  difli- 
culty  may  be  obviated   by  one  of  two  courses ;  either  to  establish 
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another  primary  or  intermediate  school,  which  would  require  more 
school  money,  and  an  additional  room,  or  to  lower  the  grade  of 
the  high  to  that  of  a  grammar  school  proper,  where  the  most  ad- 
vanced classes  from  the  other  grammar  schools  might  more  thor- 
oughly complete  the  study  of  the  common  English  branches.  A 
scarcity  of  school  money  may  lead  to  the  adoption  of  the  latter 
coursed  But  let  it  be  remembered,  there  are  one  hundred  and 
"twenty-nine  pupils  in  the  district  between  the  ages  of  four  and  fif- 
teen years  who  have  not  attended  school  at  all  the  past  year. 
Should  a  large  portion  of  these  attend  school  the  coming  year  it 
mav  necessitate"  the  establishing  of  another  school.  The  aggregate 
■attendance  of  the  schools  is  larger  this  year  than  it  was  last,  and 
we  cannot  reasonably  expect  it  be  less  in  the  future. 

The  whole  number  of  different  scholars  attending  school  in  the 
dist.,  not  less  than  two  weeks  during  the  year  was  478,  of  whom  229 
were  boys  and  249  girls:  of  this  number  14  boys  and  14  girls  were 
over  15  years  of  age,  and  all  the  others  were  between  5  and  15 
years  of  age.  The  whole  number  of  children  in  the  district  be- 
tween 5  and  15  years  of  age  as  taken  by  the  selectmen  last  April 
was  579,  of  whom  305  were  boys,  and  274  girls.  The  number  be- 
tween 5  and  15  years  of  age,  that  have  not  attended  school  during 
the  year  is  129,  of  whom  90  are  boys,  and  39  girls.  This  number 
appears  larger  than  ever  before,  but  we  think  this  may  be  owing 
to  the  fact  that  in  taking  the  census  last  year  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Governor,  a  more  thorough  enumeration  of  children 
was  made  than  has  been  customary  heretofore.  In  conclusion  we 
would  say,  that  we  consider  the  deportment  of  the  scholars  in  and 
out  of  the  school-room,  and  the  general  discipline  of  the  schools 
better  this  year  than  in  previous  years,  and  are  satisfied  the  schools 
are  accomplishing  all  that  could  be  reasonably  expected  of  them.

In  the  management  of  our  district  schools  much  tact  is  needed 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  scholars  of  diflerent  ages,  dispositions 
and  abilities  such  as  we  find  in  schools  of  this  class  and  too  much 
care  cannot  be  used  in  selecting  teachers. 

The  school  in  District  No.  4  has  been  in  every  particular  a  suc- 
cessful one.  Teacher,  scholars  and  parents  all  worked  in  unison 
a  plan  which  is  worthy  of  imitation  in  District  No.  3,  where  polit- 
ical strife  and  family  feuds  prevail.  As  might  have  been  foreseen 
from  the  spirit  manifested  b>'  both  the  citizens  and  teacher  the  re- 
sult has  not  been  satisfactory — the  winter  term  especially  has  been 
a  failure.  Of  course  it  is  very  hard  to  please  two  opposing  parties, 
yet  had  Miss  Small  used  diplomacy  instead  of  obstinacy  much  of 
the  trouble  might  have  been  averted. 

In  District  No.  5  the  school  was  far  above  the  average.  In  dis- 
cipline Miss  Noyes  combined  gentleness  with  firmness,  and  all 
seemed  as  thoroughly  interested  the  last  week  as  the  first.
